“Parking occurs wherever space 
permits, and in many sections there 
are no shoulders or space for even 
emergency parking,” the report said. 

There have been 24 fatal accidents 
and 349 injury accidents in the canyon 
between 1979 and 1986. 

Accidents involving trucks in the 
canyon represent 11 percent of all ac- 
cidents. 

Trucks represent 7 percent of vehi- 
cles using the canyon. 

Trucks are more susceptible to the 
highway’s difficult curves and grades 
than are passenger vehicles, the con- 
sultants said.

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Gorbachev visits Lithuania, 
warns against secession

VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Presi- 
dent Mikhail S. Gorbachev assured 
independence-seeking Lithuanians 
on Thursday that they would have a 
say in their republic’s future, but he 
cautioned that a confrontation with 
Moscow could lead to tragedy. 

An estimated 300,000 Lithuanians 
defied the visiting Gorbachev by 
jamming central Vilnius Thursday 
evening in a candlelight demonstra- 
tion for freedom. 

“We have been tied together for 

| these 50 years, whether we like it or 
not,” Gorbachev told a crowd earlier 

in the day after placing a wreath at a 

monument to Vladimir Lenin. 

Gorbachev said later that he has 
ordered that a law be written and 
published establishing a mechanism 
for secession from the Soviet Union, 
a right guaranteed by the country’s 
1977 Constitution but not recognized 
to date. 

“T am for self-determination all the 
way to secession from the Soviet 
Union,” Gorbachev told a meeting of 
Lithuanian intellectuals. Gorbachev 
appeared to be saying that although 
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he vigorously opposes such a move, 
he understands it could be a possi- 
bility. 

“Sovereignty is a natural desire, 
but in the framework of a federa- 
tion,” Gorbachev said, according to 
Lithuanian TV correspondent Ed- 
uardas Potesinskas. 

It was not clear how independent 
Lithuania would be under the un- 
specified framework that Gor- 
bachev envisioned. 

Lithuanians say they want to re- 
store the independence they had 
between the world wars. 

Soviet dictator Josef Stalin ab- 
sorbed Lithuania along with the 
two other Baltic states, Latvia and 
Estonia, in 1940 under a secret 
agreement with Nazi Germany. 

Although he has granted Lithua- 
nians and their neighbors in Latvia 
and Estonia a large measure of eco- 
nomic and political power, Gor- 
bachevy has consistently and 
sharply criticized Lithuanian Com- 
munist Party leaders for pressing 
for complete independence. 

By going to Vilnius, Lithuania’s 
capital, Gorbachev put his personal 
prestige on the line. 


Educators urge House 
to approve $15 million

Education, the issue that has been 
this legislative session’s center of at- 
tention, greeted legislators in the 
form of an exhibit in the Capitol 
Building’s rotunda as they showed up 
for work Thursday morning. 

The exhibit, put together by school 
districts throughout Utah and ven- 
dors of computerized educational sys- 
tems, was part of a special discussion 
held in the House of Representatives 
Thursday afternoon on technology’s 
future in Utah classrooms. 

A panel of educators, business peo- 
ple and state education administra- 
tors led the discussion, urging Utah’s 
lawmakers to approve $15 million on a 
technology initiative that would com- 
puterize Utah’s schools. 

The proponents of the initiative dis- 
tributed a brochure stating that the 
initiative’s objective is “to enhance 
the teaching/learning process and to 
empower students to become literate, 
self-directed learners, problem- 
solvers and productive members of a 
technology-oriented society.” 

Robert Bennett, president of the 


. Franklin Institute and a member of 


the panel that addressed the House, 
said without technical training many 
of Utah’s students will not be employ- 
able when they leave school. 

“Capital is going to replace labor as 
an investment,” Bennett said. “Peo- 
ple who are trained to use technology 
will not get jobs.” 


Renae Pay, a teacher at the Jordan 
Technical Center where high school 
students spend three hours a day 
working on computers, told the rep- 
resentatives that computers in the 
classroom enhance a teacher’s ability 
to address the individual needs of 
each student. 

“The results are there. We can ad- 
dress each student individually with- 
out worrying about moving the 
masses,” Pay said. 

“It’s something teachers can do to 
make a difference.” 

The initiative calls for an overall 
investment of $220 million to comput- 
erize Utah’s schools. 

Sixty million dollars is being 
asked from the legislature over a pe- 
riod of time, $15 million to come this 
year. 

The panel said*the remaining $160 
million would be solicited from local 
businesses and come out of the bud- 
gets of school districts. 

Paul Zybrowski, from Dynex Cor- 
poration, said that if Utah’s legisla- 
ture and school districts showed a real 
commitment to the program, vendors 
of the computer networks and soft- 
ware would offer the school districts 
large discounts to help lower the sys- 
tem’s costs. 

Thursday’s discussion was the first 
of five on education scheduled in the 
House. 

Each discussion will address a topic 
of importance in Utah’s educational 
system. 


Gov. Bangerter menaced; 
leads to arrest in House

SALT LAKE CITY — Uniformed 
and plainclothes security agents ar- 
rested a man outside the House 
gallery Thursday after he called a leg- 
islator and allegedly made threats 
against Gov. Norm Bangerter. 

The man, identified as 59-year-old 
Donald F. Choquette of Salt Lake 
City, was booked into the Salt Lake 
County Jail on a warrant for an unre- 
lated witness tampering charge, said 
Utah Highway Patrol Capt. Dan Fal- 
lows, who heads executive and pro- 
tective services. 

Fallows said no additional charges 
would be filed. 

Lt. A. C. Anderson, who is in 
charge of the governor’s security de- 
tail, said Choquette was involved in 
an incident about six months ago 
where he had to be escorted from the 
governor’s board room. 

Choquette’s yells for help echoed 
through the Capitol rotunda after of- 
ficers approached him outside the 
fourth floor House gallery and ar- 
rested and handcuffed him. 

“What are you going to do, knock 
me out?” he yelled as he struggled 
with agents who pinned him against a 


wall while waiting for an elevator. 

“You’re cutting off circulation to 
my hands. ... I didn’t do anything. ...” 

Choquette yelled, “Where’s the 
media?” as he was led onto the eleva- 
tor. 

Anderson said agents have been 
watching Choquette since he called a 
legislator Tuesday and made what the 
lawmaker determined to be threats 
against Bangerter. 

He declined to identify the House 
member. 

He also said he would not detail the 
threats. 

“Let’s just say (Choquette) has 
very strong feelings about a variety of 
political issues,” Anderson said. 

Officers obtained a copy of an out- 
standing 1988 arrest warrant issued 
by 8rd Circuit Judge Eleanor Van 
Sciver and then held surveillance on 
Choquette as he sat in the gallery 
above the House floor for more than 
two hours, Anderson said. 

Court records show Choquette was 
charged with witness tampering, a 
third-degree felony, in October 1988 
following an incident a month earlier 
in which he allegedly threatened a 
witness in another misdemeanor com- 
plaint filed against him.

Martial law over; army presence strong 


BEIJING — China’s army will maintain a strong presence “to safeguard 
public security” in the Beijing area following the lifting of martial law, the 
government’s top spokesman said Thursday. 

Up to 1,000 troops marched across Tiananmen Square on Thursday morn- 
ing, hours after seven months of martial law officially ended in the capital. 

“T thought martial law was over,” said one of the several thousand people on 
the 100-acre square as he watched the military procession. 

The government spokesman, Yuan Mu, told a news conference there was a 
“small increase” in troop levels in Beijing and its suburbs, but he gave no 
indication of how many soldiers would be stationed around the capital. 

Yuan said the military presence was necessary to “safeguard public security 
and the peaceful work of the people.” 

He said martial law was ended because “the task of martial law has been 
victoriously completed, the situation in Beijing and throughout the country is 
stable and the social order has returned to normal.” 

President Bush on Thursday praised the lifting of martial law as a “very 
sound step” and a “good sign.” 

There was no suggestion from the Chinese government that it was respond- 
ing to strong pressure from the West to lift martial law as a signal that it is 
easing its policy of harsh suppression of political dissent.

LDS hospital to test new artificial lung 


SALT LAKE CITY — A new device that supplies oxygen to the blood- 
stream while removing carbon dioxide has been approved for testing in hu- 
mans at four medical centers across the country. 

The IntraVascular Oxygenator, or IVOX, can be used for up to seven days, 
satisfying as much as half of the body’s need for oxygen delivery and carbon 
dioxide elimination, its developers said at a news conference Thursday at LDS 
Hospital, one of four centers selected for the tests. 

The IVOX is inserted in the inferior vena cava, the large vein bringing blood 
to the heart, through an incision in either the neck or groin. The theory behind 
the device is similar to that of oxygenators used in open heart surgery. 

IVOX uses a newly developed membrane technology that has the capacity 
to provide as much oxygen as larger, external oxygenators, the developers 
said. 

The first tests of the [VOX device are to be carried out on a total of 10 
patients as soon as qualified candidates are identified, said Dr. Terry 
Clemmer, chief of critical care medicine at LDS Hospital. 


Bush opposes Democratic tax cut plan 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration found itself arguing against a 
politically appealing tax cut Thursday as it denounced a proposed rollback of 
Social Security payroll taxes as a Democratic ploy to “fiddle around” with the 
nation’s retirement system. 

Presidential press secretary Marlin Fitzwater said the administration op- 
poses a plan by Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D-N.Y., to repeal this year’s 
Social Security tax hike and to further cut the rate next Jan. 1. 

“Mr. Moynihan’s got a lot of ideas, and we'll let the Democrats have those 
ideas,” Fitzwater said. 

Bush’s “no-new-taxes” philosophy does not apply to the Social Security tax 
eee which were scheduled to take place anyway, administration officials 
said.

Nanny service closes its Utah offices 


SALT LAKE CITY — Nannies Placement Services International, a Utah 
company that has placed governesses with families throughout the United 
States, has closed its offices here. 

A recording on the company’s telephone answering machine tells callers the 
service is “temporarily closed,” and provides a Heber City post office box for 
further inquiries. Messages left for company President Gary L. Gale, of Heber 
City, were not returned. Upset clients say they have written the company at 
the provided address, but have had little success. 

“T’ve tried to contact them, and today I sent a certified letter putting them 
on notice that I want my money and my nanny’s money returned or I will take 
legal action,” said Claire Rauscher, a New Jersey mother who hired a young 
Utahn through the agency in March. 

Like others who contracted with the agency, Rauscher was charged a $1,200 
non-refundable placement fee. An additional $300, she said, was required by 
the agency for the nanny’s air fare home at the end of her contract.

SALT LAKE CITY — A grass- 
roots group headed by tax foe and 
radio personality Mills Crenshaw is 
recruiting unemployed teachers to 
take over classrooms statewide in the 
event of a teacher strike. 

However, James Moss, state su- 
perintendent of public education, said 
replacement of striking educators 
would be up to each of the state’s 40 
school districts — and any statewide 
recruitment is “entirely inappropri- 
ate.” 

Districts already are drafting plans 
to handle a teacher strike. 

Moss said a private effort such as 
that proposed by Crenshaw’s group 
would be counterproductive. 

Substitutes wanting to replace 
striking teachers would have to apply 
to the individual districts, so there 
would be no advantage for them to 
join a private organization, Moss 
added. 

Moss said to his knowledge, no one 
had contacted the state office of edu- 
cation concerning a non-profit organi- 
zation to recruit substitutes. 

The “Independent Teachers Reg- 
istry of Utah, Inc.” recruited about 30 
prospective teachers, many of whom 
hold expired teaching certificates, 
Wednesday night at the Salt Lake 
County government complex. 

Many are seeking new certificates 
and would be willing to work if teach- 
ers affiliated with the Utah Education 
Association walk out demanding bet- 
ter salaries and working conditions. 

Crenshaw, of K-Talk radio, said in 
the event of a strike his group would 
provide interested schools with a list 
of qualified substitutes. 

“We don’t want in any way to get 
embroiled in the political dispute with 
the teachers or in trying to usurp the 
powers of the schools. 

“The teachers union does not want 
there to be a body of teachers (avail- 
able); they want to cripple the schools 
in my opinion,” Crenshaw said. “We 
don’t want to see the children hurt.”

Lose weight without diet 


Editor’s note: This is the third in a 
three-part series on dieting.

The Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center offers a behavior modification 
program to help with weight loss. 

“Weigh to Fitness” is not consid- 
ered a diet, according to Kimberly 
Towell, education dietitian at the hos- 
pital. 

“We set out to teach the individual 
how to have a healthy ‘eating style. 
Our program is concerned with peo- 
ple who get into the diet cycle,” she 
said. 

The program is an eight-week class 
series that meets for an hour each 
week. Hospital dietitians conduct the 
classes and discuss a wide range of 
issues faced by people with eating or 
weight problems. 

The first lesson seeks to point out 
what foods should be chosen over oth- 
ers. An example could be choosing a 
slice of bread over a croissant, or 
choosing a baked potato over french 
fries. 

The second lesson focuses on exer- 
cise. The dietitian discusses what ex- 
ercises are the most appropriate to 
get the heart rate high enough to burn 
off fat. The type of exercise will vary, 
as well as the necessary heart rate, 
depending on age, size and athletic 
ability, said Towell. 

“It really doesn’t matter what you 
do as long as you do it four times a 
week for 20 minutes,” she said. 

Another lesson deals with special 
lifestyle changes that need to be 
made. One topic deals with eating 
rate. “It normally takes the brain 20 
minutes to recognize that food is in 
the stomach,” said Towell. “If a per- 
son eats fast, they are more likely to 
go for second servings before the 
brain can tell them that their stomach 
is actually full.” 

According to Towell, the body can 
become accustomed to overeating. If 
an individual regularly overeats, 
ihelr body can’t recognize when it is 

ull. 

Towell said that people often asso- 
ciate eating with other activities, 
such as watching television. The pro- 
gram suggests that participants eat in 
the kitchen or at the dining table. By 
doing this, they are able to focus on 
how much they are eating. 

Other issues covered in the. pro- 
gram deal with stress management 
and self-esteem. “Often times people 
eat because something else is bother- 
ing them,” said Towell. It is neces- 
sary that the individual learn how to 
deal with stress and determine where 
it is coming from. Also, the partici- 
pant needs to learn how to love them- 
self the way they are now and let that

“The outstanding thing is that very 
unassumingly she has accomplished a 
great deal in a very short time. She’s 
very humble about it,” said Drinkall. 
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loss process, not a hindrance. 

“Weigh to Fitness” monitors its: 
participants by what they call food 
intake forms. “The forms are basi- 
cally a list of the four food groups and 
a showing of how many servings can 
be eaten daily from each group,” said 
Towell. The individual is allowed 
three meals a day, and if a snack is 
desired it should be planned accord- 
ingly. “For example, set aside one of 
the fruit servings to be eaten later on 
in the day for your snack,” she said. 

To participate in the program a fee 
is required. However, by completing 
the daily food intake forms, keeping 
track of exercise records and attend- 
ing classes, participants can earn a 
portion of their payment back. 

Towell said, “The program recog- 
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nizes that eight-weeks isn’t long 
enough to lose all of an individual’s 
desired weight, but it is a start.

However, he stressed that while the 
Jarvik-7 had its genesis at Utah, the 
university’s researchers no longer 
use the device. 

“Ym surprised and disappointed. 
I’ve spent 20 years of my life, full- 
time, working on artificial hearts,” 
Olsen said Thursday. “But I would 
like to make sure (people know) that 
the artificial heart did not fail; it was a 
failure on the part of Symbion to meet 
the requirements of the FDA” for im- 
proving the Symbion-7. 

Symbion Inc., of Tempe, Ariz., has 
declined to comment on the decision 
beyond acknowledging it had been no- 
tified by the FDA. 

Olsen said recall of the Symbion-7 
will have no direct effect on the U of 
U’s artificial heart program, which 
has moved on to study of a new gener- 
ation of heart replacement devices. 
Currently, Utah researchers are fo- 
cusing on the new Utah-100, primar- 
ily for future use as a bridge-to-trans- 
plant. 3 

Olsen said two models of the Utah- 
100 — one air-driven, requiring ex- 
ternal heart drive hoses, and another, 
hydraulically-driven version that 
would be fully contained within the 
recipient’s chest — are being used in 
animal experiments. 

It is the hydraulic model that has 
generated the most enthusiasm. Un- 
der a five-year, $5.6 million National 
Institutes of Health grant, Utah re- 
searchers are seeking to develop a 
totally implantable artificial heart. 

Olsen said that in addition to Utah, 
scientists at the Hershey Medical 
Center of Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity; Abiomed Inc. of Danvers, Mass., 
and the Cleveland Clinic in Ohio, are 
studying totally implantable hearts. 

Researchers from the four sites are 
to report on their progress at the 
American Society of Artificial Im- 
plantable Organs April conference in 
Washington. ; 

“We hope we will continue to pur- 
sue the totally implantable hearts. 
Our concern, of course, is that this 
particular publicity will not have a 
negative influence” on artificial heart 
development in general, Olsen said.

the impact on future funding,” he 
said, noting that he will carefully 
watch how fallout from the FDA’s de- 
cision influences artificial heart re- 
search funding in years to come. 

For now, the institute’s funding is 
adequate. ae 

In addition to the NIH’s grant, the 
artificial heart program has received 
matching funds of $500,000 from the 
Utah Centers of Excellence program 
and another $600,000 from the uni- 
versity itself. 

Olsen said the NIH has set a goal of 
having a totally implantable artificial 
heart by 1995. : 

The Utah-100 differs from the Sym- 
bion-7 in several ways. For example, 
it is elliptically shaped and smaller 
than the model recalled by the FDA. 
Olsen said another major improve- 
ment was made in the heart’s valve- 
holding connector system. 

The Utah-100’s connectors are 
screw-on, rather than snap-on, mak- 
ing the new model easier to position in 
a patient’s chest. 

The hydraulic version of the Utah- 
100 is seen as the U of U’s best hope 
for a totally implantable heart. Ex- 
perimentation so far has been limited 
to animals, with three calves at the 
institute’s barn now being sustained 
by the air-driven model of the device. 

The hydraulic model has not been 
the subject of long-term testing so 
far, its longest run being 29 days us- 
ing another calf; however, more im- 
plants of the hydraulic model are 
planned this spring, Olsen said. 

The Utah-100’s design includes an 
internal battery as well as a system of 
electrical induction coils located un- 
der and above the skin of the chest. 

The coil on the outside will have the 
ability to be connected to a variety of 
power sources, including a battery 
pack and a transformer tapping into 
residential power. 


Provo cost of living 


among lowest

The cost of living in the Provo/ 
Orem area remains among the lowest 
in the nation, according to a study by 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
Researcher's Association. 

The study, which surveyed 289 ur- 
ban areas around the nation, ranked 
Provo/Orem among the ten lowest in 
cost of living expenses. 

The ACCRA creates an index by 
using the price of 59 consumer goods 
and services. 

After the data from around the 
nation is collected it is averaged, to 
create a mean of 100, which then rep- 
resents the national average. There- 
fore, an area’s index number repre- 
sents its cost of living as a percentage 
of the national average. 

Provo/Orem’s index was a meager 
88.4, while Salt Lake. City’s°:was 
higher at ‘94'8, ‘whieh is" still-signifi- 
cantly below the national average. 

The study showed that the most 
expensive place in the country to live 
is Long Island, N.Y. — its index is 
157.2. 

The cheapest place to live is Pryor, 
Okla., with an index of 84.6. 

According to Kevan Barney of the 
Provo/Orem Chamber of Commerce, 
stiff competition for consumer dollars 
in the discount store market and an 


. inexpensive housing market are the 


main reasons for Provo/Orem’s low 
cost of living. 

The low cost of living news is not 
the only good news for Utah County, 
according to Kennith Jensen, labor 
market economist for the Utah De- 
partment of Employment Security.

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Year-round school can help crowding

Once parents, students and admin- 
istrators can see the results of year- 
round scheduling, they may find it to 
be the most effective solution for alle- 
viating the overcrowding problem in 
Utah schools.

program would prefer children to 
stay on year round rather than resort 
to other alternatives. 

“T think that year-round school is a 
good way to maximize resources,” 
said Teresa Noel, a student intern at 
Orem High School. “It requires addi- 
tional planning, but once people make 
that effort they’ll find themselves sat- 
isfied with year-round (school).” 

Van Mondfrans said, “There is a 
savings of $200 to $300 per student 
per year over what it would cost to 
build new buildings. On a per pupil 
basis, the cost of operating the school 
is at the level of traditional school or 
lower.” 

Van Mondfrans conducted a study 
during the 1988-89 academic year of 
13 elementary schools operating on a 
year-round system for more than one 
year in Alpine, Jordan, Granite and 
Provo school districts. 

Year-round scheduling houses one- 
third of the student population in a 
building at a time by assigning stu- 
dents to alternating tracks. 

The most popular track among 
Utah schools is the 45/15 program, 45 
days in class followed by 15 days of 
vacation. 

“Across all of the schools, total bat- 
tery achievement scores were ap- 
proximately five percentile points 
higher in year-round schools,” Van 
Mondfrans said, adding that academic 
improvement could be attributed to 
the decreased amount of review time 
found in year-round programs. 

“In regular school, you lose one 


‘ month at the beginning for review, 


and one-half month at the end, doing 
inventory and slowing down,” Van 
Mondfrans said. 

“When kids are coming and going 
frequently you can teach them right 
up until the time they leave.” 

Van Mondfrans also said the study 
found teacher burnout tobe _ less on 
year-round than on extended-day or 
traditional programs.

Keith D. Wilson, principal of Lone 
Peak Elementary in Jordan School 
District said, “We’re seeing things 
happening on year-round that are too 
favorable to give up.” Jordan School 
District has been operating for two 
years on year-round scheduling. 

Wilson said the biggest objection 
parents had to year-round school was 
its projected influence on family con- 
tinuity, as many elementary students 
have older brothers and sisters in 
other schools. 

Recognizing this need, Wilson said 
all tracks at Lone Peak are out of 
school in July to accommodate middle 
school and high school families. 

“First it was rough. We had 14 par- 
ent meetings through the months to 
explain year-round,” Wilson said. “If 
I were to throw it out for a vote right 
now, the majority would like to stay 
with it.” 

According to Wilson, parents 
choose a first, second and third choice 
from four modified 45/15 tracks, with 
a 91 percent chance of receiving their 
first choice. 

“Tf the Jazz were 91 percent victori- 
ous they’d be the superstars of the 
NBA,” Wilson said. “I can’t kick that 
success rate.” 

According to Van Mondfrans, stu- 
dents are less concerned about year- 
round than parents. “To kids, school 
is school. Once they’re in a schedule, 
they don’t know the difference.” 

Wilson said youngsters feel good 
about year-round school if their 
friends in the neighborhood are on the 
same track. He said students also like 
it because members of the commu- 
nity, such as policemen, have to be 
aware that kids on bicycles at 10 p.m. 
may not be in school. 

“We've got seasonal things all year 
round. Baseball and soccer have to 
take place after school hours,” Wilson 
said. “It’s making the community 
much more well rounded.” 

According to Larena Pulsipher, a 
fifth-grade student at Lone Peak Ele- 
mentary, a student can get more done 
on a year-round schedule. 

“There’s a lot more kids in normal 
school. You can’t study as much be- 
cause the more kids, the more noisy it 
is,” Christina said. 

She also said one bad thing about 
year-round is she can’t play with her 
friends at recess if they are off track. 

According to Christene Pulsipher, 
parent of two children in year round 
school, the program favors small 
families. 

“They can plan their vacation and 
take their kids out of school easily,” 
Pulsipher said. “For the ones that 


FBI ends probe of Thiokol

WASHINGTON — The FBI con- 
firmed Thursday it had closed a Utah 
investigation of fraud allegations 
against the manufacturer of the solid- 
rocket motors for the ill-fated space 
shuttle Challenger. 

The investigation dealt with allega- 
tions that Thiokol Corp. falsified 
safety data and withheld information 
from the space agency following the 
1986 Challenger explosion that killed 
seven astronauts. 

James T. Screen, a spokesman for 
the FBI field office in Salt Lake City, 
confirmed the investigation had been 
closed but refused further comment. 

A federal law enforcement source, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said the bureau closed the investiga- 
tion after the Justice Department de- 
clined to prosecute the case. 

The investigation arose from alle- 
gations by former Thiokol consultant 
Steven Agee and others that the com- 
pany withheld data from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra-

have a span of ages of children, it’s 
really hard.” 

Pulsipher also said year-round 
school puts an additional strain on the 
mother of the family, particularly if 
she works. 

“It’s expensive because basically 
the schools are babysitting the kids. 
When they’re home you have to find 
things for them to do,” she said. “If 
you can’t find things for them to do, 
you're out of luck.” 

“It’s really expensive for working 
mothers because they have to find 
child care for their kids,” Pulsipher 
said. “And more kids are wandering 
around without supervision.” 

According to Van Mondfrans, mak- 
ing the transition to year-round 
schools at the secondary level may be 
more complicated but it can be done. 

“We will set a calendar at the begin- 
ning of the school year, for athletics, 
assemblies, parties, etc. and give out 
calendar year activity cards,’ Van 
Mondfrans said. “If something is hap- 
pening when students are out of 
school they have to make plans to 
come.” 

According to Van Mondfrans, year- 
round scheduling in high schools may 
be an advantage to students looking 
for employment. 

“The two major tourist seasons in 
Utah are summer and winter,” Van 
Mondfrans said. “Students could take 
winter quarter off.”
